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Tuts is now become our natural Character and 
epidemical Diftemper ; and I fhould be willing to 
enter into an Enquiry with the Crafifman, how well 
he has accounted for it, or how juftly he has afligned 
the Caufes, when he can prove that ‘tis the Fault of 
the prefent Adminiftration, aad efpecially of one Man 
in it, I fhall think him a very extraordinary Rea- 
foner; but till he can do this, { doubt he muft lay 
the great Blame of national Grievance fome where 
elfe, and remove the Scene from the Court to the 
Country. 

THERE is nothing whichthis Writer has made a 
louder Complaint of than Br.bery and Corruption. Bri- 
bery and Corruption have been the Burthen of the 
Song ; and yet he has never defined this Crime, and 
could not poflibly have done it, without involving 
himflf inthe Guilt of it: Does he think that none 
but he and his Party, muft encourage their Friends 
and Dependents, to promote the Caufe which they 
efpoufe and approve of ? Is not this Naturaland Ne- 
ceffary, or can he Name any Age or Country, where 
it was otherwile ? Will he fay thet this encourage- 
ing a Cauft which he thinksright, and making it the 
Intereft of his friend to fupport and ptomote it, is 
jut and honeft, but that for any other Men or Party 
to doit, would be Bribery and Corruption? Methinks 
he fhould not fay this; and yet unlefs he would, I 
doubt feveral of his Pains and Learning in Argu- 
ment muft come to nothing. 

Trav the Nation in gegerel, is very much cor- 
rupted and debauched in their Morals, and that pub- 
lick Spirit is in great Meature loft ; that Men even 
are difpofed to fell their Country and their Con{ci- 
ences for Money, and to part with their natural 
Rights and Liberties to the beft Bidder ; that Fa- 
milies have decay'd, and Trade declin’d, in Propor- 
tion to our Luxury, and that Profufenefs cannot be 
maintained fo cheap as Frugality ; that Gentlemen 
in the Country, have fpent or dipt their Eftates in 
Hopes of making a Court Intercit; that no Man 
would wound himfelf in fo tender a Part, or thus 
purge and bleed himfelf for the Good of another ; 
and that publick Good as commonly uted, fignifies no- 
thing but private Advantage ; thefe and matty other fuch 
like Truths are too plain to be deny’d, and if the 
Craft/man could find out and apply a proper Remedy, 
erit miki magnus Apollo. It we could not find Goid 
enough, he would have his Memory imntortaliz‘d at 
leaft in Statues of Brafs. But I fhould expect fuch 
a flight Cure from him che leaft of any, Man, fince he 
has not yet fo much as hinted at the true Caufe ; for 
he would lay ail the Blame upon the prefene Admi- 
niftration, and make us believe, that the Cafe fhould 
be immediately alter’d, and every ver. go right 
throughout the World, as foon as he and his Friends 
fhould be brought in: Behold the Man after God's 
own Heart, an //raelite in whom there is no Guile ! 
No Man furely was ever fo much abufed or ill-treated 
God Almighty has given him the Government of the 
World, if the King of England would but confent 
to it; andif the King fhould not comply with this, 
the whole Univerfe muft be diflolved, and the Engli/b 
Nation ruined. Butif after all, we are refolved to 
be undone, we can only thank ourfelves for it ; the 
Craftjman will wath his Hands in Innocency, who, 
without any Spite or party Prejudice, would have 
brought us all to Virtue, fober Senfe, and Frugality, 
had we hearkened to him.

A Bill of Indiétment was alfo tound by the Grand 
Jury againft Anne Partis for the Munder of her 
Baftard Child ; but the had abconded, and was not 
taken upon the Warrant iflued for that Purpole. 

Andrew Defoy and Martin Breuct, two French- 
men, were indi¢ted for felonioufly carrying off a Ne- 
gro, being the Property of fome of his Majefty’s 
Subjects here, contrary to an Act of the Ifland, 
which makes it Felony without Benefit of Clergy ; 
of which they were convicted, and received Sentence 
of Death, having fubmitted to be tried by 12 Men of 
the Country, without infifting on a Moiety of Aliens. 

Robert Quee was indi¢ted for Felony, but found 
guilty of Pe:ty Larceny only; and fentenced to be 
whipt, which was executed the fame Dati. 

A Bill of Indictment having been found againft 
John Crocker, for Perjury in his Evidence in a Caufé 
depending in the Court of Common-Pleas for the: 
Precinét of St. Michael, for which he had been 
committed by the Court, he was brought up from 
Gaol to be try'd, but being taken with, or affecting a 
Fit, immediately on his coming to the Bar, he was 
remanded to Prijon. 

Another Bill for the like Offence, was found againft 
Motes Bafcom, for apprehending of whom Warrants 
had been iffu'd feveral Weeks before the Sitting of 
the Court, but he could not be taken. He thoughe 
fit to furrender himfelf, however, afcer the Bill was 
found, and mov'd to be admitted to Bail, and rhat 
his Trial might be deferr'd tili the next Grand Sef= 
fions, which was granted accordingly. 

A Bill was alfo found againft William Reed for 
Perjury, in a Depofition fa before the Remem- 
brancer of the Court of Exchequer, in the Cau of 
Rawlin qui tam, &c. againft Dr.-Warren, for which 
he was order’d to be profecuted by the Court of Er- 
rors ; bur he had taken Care tokeep out of the Way, 
fo that he could not be try"d as was expected. 


LONDON. 


Yefterday arrived the Mails due from Holland and 
_ Krance, but brought very little Material. 

"Tis faid the Turks, for the Sake of Peace, offer 
to yield to Ruffia the City of Afoph, and the greatett 
Part of Little Tartary, inhabited by the Nogajan 
Tartars; bur we are affur'd that the RuJian Court 
does not think the Offer fufficienr. 

Mean time they write from the Polith Frontier, . 
that the Ruffians have taken a Place call’d Kipor in 
Tartary, and fent an Officer to Oczakow, upon the 
Dnieper, over-againft Kynburn, to fummon the Com- 
mandant of the I’own to furrender upon hotourable 
Terms, and to acquaint him, at the fame Time, that 
he mutt expect no Capitulation at all if he ftays till 
Troops come to ferce him. 

The Congqueft of this Place will be of the greater 
Importance, becaufe it commands the two Shores of 
the Borifthemes, and at the fame Time opens a Paf- 
fage to Beflarabia. 

The 17th ult. O. S. was celebrated at Vienna, as 
the Birth-day of the Emprefs, who then enter’d the 
46th Year of her Age; and at the fame Time pub- 
lick Declaration was made of the Dutchefs of Lor- 
rain’s Pregnancy. Th¢ Count de Konigfegy, Prefi- 
dent of the Council of War, has been very ill, but 
was blooded, and is fince a little better. 

The Minifter of France, at Berlin, has made a 
Prefent to his Pruffian Majefty, from the Queen of 
France, of feven Pieces of rich Tapiftry of the Go- 
belins, and five magnificent Carpets of the Perfian 
Tafte, which are Mafter-pieces of Art, as an Ac- 
knowledgment of the Care his Majefty took of the 
King her. Father, while he fojourn’d in his Do- 
minions. , 

Prince George of Hefle-Caffel, who fer out the 
2oth ult. from Hanover for Brunfwick, is to return.

His moft Chriftian Majelty lacely did the Duke of 
Bourbon the Honour to pay him a Vifit at Civantilly, 
and went away very well pleas’d with the Duke's 
Reception. 

A Native of the Marquifate of Ancona, now at 
Milan, whofe Name is John Bertucci, has compos'd 
a new Syftem to prove that the Earth, and alk the 
Stars, are Organical Bodies. 

They write from lraly, that the Duke de Monte- 
rear fill diverts himfelf at Pila, waiting for the final 
Refolurion of the King of Spain to evacuate Tuf- 
cany; but that the Evacuacion of the Milanefe is 
actually begun. The Genocfe are uncafy with the 
Emperor for having granted two Ficfs, depending on 
the Republick, to the King of Sardinia, becaufe it 
will oblige them to do Homage to that Prince, and 
therefore they have venodinted to the Emperor 
againit it. ‘Their Troops in Corfica lately made a 
Detachment of 600 Men, to attack the Rebels, but 
were oblig’d to retire without attempting it, becaufe 
they heard that Lord Theodore was marching that 
way with sooo Soldiers. Mean time the Republick 
have publith'd a Proclamation, offering a gencral 
Pardon to all their Bandirti, on Condition of their 
ferving in Corlica againft the Rebels.
